cidéd that property acquired by a or- 
poration in the exercise of ita powers or 
otherwise is protected by guarantees of 
the Constitution to the same extent — 
the property of individuals. TheMourt 
also holds that the Central Pacific and 
Southern Pacific Railread Companies 
are not exempt from State taxation, be- 
cause employed as agents of the general 
Government for postal and military 
purposes in the absence of Congres- 
sional legislation declaring such exemp- 
tion. Tue opinion was delivered by 
Judge Field, of the Supreme Court of

In the San Francisco United States 
Circuit Couft has been decided an im- 
portant case, Judge Field delivering the 
opinion, with reference to fares and 
freights on vessels enrolled for coasting 
trade under the laws of Congress. The 
Railroad Commissioners are author- 
ized under the Constitution of California 
to regulate fares and freights on all 
transportation companies ‘in the State 
and were about to regulate such. fares 
and freights on certain steamships mak - 
ing voyages from San Francised to Ore- 
gon and British Colum to ports 
in the State on the 8 22 south 


so far as the vessels werefengaged in 
foreign or inter-State commerce, they 
were beyond the control of 
its Railroad Commissioners, and as 
vessels going south from San Fries 
to other ports of the State,navigate the
